Brief Facility Description and Summary of Proposed Changes. Kinnard Farms Inc. is an existing permitted dairy
operation that has applied for permit re-issuance. The facility has grown internally over the yearsto 2,875 dairy
animals but has not indicated getting any larger due to site constraints. The facility generates approximately 26
million gallons of manure a year and has annual storage capacity of approximately 20 million gallons requiring
hauling at |east twice ayear. The operation currently has 2,743 acres of crop available for land application of
manure. Changes from the previous permit are the renumbering and addition of 3 sample points to better reflect
how the facility operates and adding increased visual inspections as required by the Federal CAFO rules.

Requests for a public
informational hearing shall state the following: the name and address of the person(s) requesting the hearing; the
interest in the proposed permit of the person(s) requesting the hearing; the reasons for the request; and the issues
proposed to be considered at the hearing.
